Mining Company at the end of their term of 
e submit the follow ing report for your considera- 
tion;— 

During the mining season of LsT9 a shaft was sunk 
on No. 2 location to a depth of 11 1 feet from the sur- 
face, the size of the shaft being 7 ft. by 3J It. in the 
clear. The shaft runs through rock which had to be 
blasted the entire distance; it lias been thoroughly 
timbered throughout and is secure and commodious. 

At 100 ft. from the surface a cross-drive 6 ft. by 3J 
ft. in the clear was run. At a distance of 33 ft. from 
tlio shaft it cut into a body of quartz, on which a 
level was run 20 ft. The quartz extracted was found 
to be much broken and mixed with bedrock, doubt- 
less caused by the movement of the country rock 
which has apparently broken and disintegrated the 
vein at that level. 

A 6-stamp quartz mill has been purchased and 
erected, the cost of which was greatly enhnnced by 
the unavoidable expense and difficulty attached to 
moving heavy machinery for a distance of 30 miles 
through a rouirh country whore no ronils or trails ex- 
isted. 

Forty tons of quartz were worked in the mill pro- 
ducing 103 ounces of bullion, which sold for 31250 07. 

Good and substantial buildings have been erected 
over all the w orks, 

The directors are of opinion that it is advisable to 
sink the shaft at least 200 ft. deeper before running 
any cross-drifts. To accomplish this it will be neces- 
sary to place steam p>wor on the mine; they there- 
fore recommend that the funds of the Company be 
first devoted to that purpose and that arrangements 
be made for the purchase of enginoand pumps of the 
requisite capacity and to place theni on the ground 
with as little delay as possible. 

The improvements made by the Dominion Govern- 
ment iti the Cottonwood Canon will enable bouts 
capable of carrying machinery to reach a point within 
miles of the mine; a road thence to the mine could 
be constructed, w hich would enable machinery to be 
placed on the ground at a reasonable cost.

Dispatches from London on tho 1st 
August inform us that the first panic 
about Afghanistan has subsided, but it 
has boon succended by settled anxiety 
as to the final result of tho pnlicv of 
advent are initiated by Lord Bea- 
consfield, of which this catastrophe is 
one incident. Only three days before 
tho now-s of Gen. Burrows' defeat, 
Lord Hartington was announcing in 
House of Comniors that steps had been 
taken for withdrawing from Afghanis 
tan. u Everybody now agreos that the 
withdrawal is at present impossible. 
Those who know India best take the 
most gloomy views of the immediate 
future, political and financial. Every 
calculation is upset. Tho English bud- 
get next year is certain to feel the 
effect of the Indian disturbances, since 
the limit of impositions in India was 
long since reached. The members of 
the Indian council admit it to be im- 
possible to continue to maintain the 
army of GO.O00 men in Afghanistan 
without help from the treasury. The 
tories have been proving their disinter- 
ested patriotism by asserting publicly 
that tho disaster was due to the demor- 
alization among the troops on account 
of Gladstone's attempt to reverse Bea- 
consfi eld's plans, and to tho same end 
quoting tho ignorant comments of the 
reactionary continental press, which 
hails the English difficulties in India as 
likely to interrupt the coercion of Tur- 
key. The Turkish note refusing com- 
pliance with European demands pro- 
duces absolutely no change in the Eu- 
ropean concert, it having been foreseen 
■ that the only question at present dis- 
cussed among the powers relates to tho 
means of signifying to Turkey the ne- 
cessity of submission. In some affairs 
the government wins a signal triumph 
by the passago of the game bill. The 
tory opposition, heretofore confident. of 
, menacing, collapsed utterly at the lust 
. '•moment, discovering numerous mem- 
bers of their own party who refused to 
•vote against tho second reading of the 
bill. Hence thero was no division.

Who can account for tho failure of 
the salmon fishery on Fraser river? 
All other coast streams are full of fish. 
Tho catcli on Columbia and Sacramento 
rivers will bo unprecedented. At 
Skeoua river the canneries have shut 
down — the fish runmng so fast that 
- facilities for canning wore not equal to 
the supply. It is only in Eraser river 
that tho supply is short — that the sal 
mon havo not arrived in sufficient num- 
ber to justify the keeping on of the boats. 
What is the matter ? Why do tho 
sportive salmon turn a cold shoulder to 
the alluremonts of Fraser river fiahor- 
. meu, and cry, in act if not in 
-word, "You can't catch me," whilo they 
'•- rush into the uets of tho fishermen on 
: other streams and beg to bo canned ? 
' - The matter is a mystery — a sea- 
yarn that remains to be spun by 
some scientist. At Westminster, where 
hopea are somewhat dampened by the 
failure, they blame tho dredger. They 
charge that the chuck-chuck churging 
of .tbo buckots stirs up the river oozo 
and frightens off the fish. But this 
' reason surely will not hold water. Mud 
will not drive off salmon. The Herald 
',has been strewing mud along the left 
ibauk of tho Fraser for nearly 
ten yearB, and during all that time 
: the salmon have been plentiful 
and good. If mud were fatal to fish 
the Fraser as a salmon stream would 
have been deserted years ago. The 
'■: [Herald cannot be blamed, neither can 
the dredger. We must look beyond 
the mud for a solution. 



THE NEW ENGLISH GAME 
BILL. 



The new Ground Game Bill of the 
government has created universal con- 
sternation among coursers and fox 
hunters. If the bill becomes a law 
thero will be an end to most coursing 
meetings, and harriers will become use- 
less, as thero will be no hares to course 
or hunt. Masters of fox-hounds, too, 
' look upon the bill as the first nail in 
. the coffin of fox-hunting. Foxes live 
chiefly on ground game, and if that is 
taken from them the farmers' hen- 
roosts and poultry yards must supply 
its nlacc. There is no doubt that many 
farmers will contract or employ pro- 
fessional poachers to kill the ground 
game on the laud they occupy ; and the 
consequence will be that every run and 
mense used by game will be set with 
traps, gins and snares. The correspon- 
dent of a San Francisco paper says it 
stands to reason that, however careful 
these people might be, half the foxes 
in the country will be killed or maimed 
in the first six months after the passing 
of the Act ; and then comes the end of 
fox-hunting, which has been England's 
. pride and glory among her winter 
sports.

To the Editor of The Colonist : 
Sir. — May I request that you will permit 
me to occupy a small portion of your 
valuable paper with a topic which not 
only affects me personally but likewise 
should interest all who pay school tax 
and are concerned in the educational 
progress of this province. Having been, 
as I couceive, treated with gross in- 
justice at the late (so-called) "examina- 
tion of toachers," I wrote requesting 
that my answers should be returned to 
me for tho purpose of comparing them 
with the percentage assigned by the 
examiners, and allowing the people at 
large to judgo of the fairness or un- 
fairness of tho examination. I received 
the following reply to my application : 
"We decline to deliver up the exnmina 



tion papers for which you ask; they 
are the property of this office." Now, 
I contend that "those answers, the pro- 
duction of my brain, are mine, unless 
I dispose of them as being a literary 
curiosity. I do not sec how any educa- 
tion offi«o can assert such n right of 
possession, unless, by the rule that 
"might makes right," or the McKenzie 
axiom "all is fair in war." The only use 
to which those papers could be put 
would be to instruct some oft he/uiitreex- 
aminers, and they have great need of 
instruction in literary and classical 
subjects, (especially tho "cantabs"). The 
paper "Education, C. 0. McKenzio" 
is taken from the examination papers 
of the State of California and I can 
bring forward John Swett's biennial 
report, page 10.1 and 101, and the 
other sources from which they are pla- 
giarized. 

C. C. McKenzie has always treated 
mo with marked discourtesy. He 
stigmatized me as "lehabod Crane" in 
a letter which 1 can produce. He tried 
by every means in his power first to 
prevent and then to obstruct the pub- 
lic school at Colwood. He has ex- 
hibited an arrogant and tyrannical dis- 
position in every respect, both towards 
trustees and teachers as Ms own letters 
will show, lie has shown himself 
by his conduct when visiting tho 
school utterly unfit for | the posi- 
tion he fills .' ! and lie now at- 
tempts to ride roughshod over the 
school-law and school -systoni of this 
province. By his M. A. degree he has 
sheltered himself from an examination 
he could not pass; and now he breaks 
through his own law to put a fence of 
B. A.'s and M. A.'s round his Infalli- 
bility. 

The rule says, "They must have be- 
longed to a British University and 
proceeded regularly, tkc, A'C There 
are only ./uvBrittsh Universities, viz., 
Oxford, Dublin, Cambridge, London 
and Edinuuuoh. Who ever heard of 
Queen's College, Ontario? or the 
University (! I) of New Brunswick ? 
Why, the merest tyros in educational 
matters would laugh at tho idea; and 
think of "The Universty of Seattle" or 
"The Christian College,"*Oregon, both 
of which confer degrees I ! I pay 
school-tax and demand fair play for 
myself and the schools. On the 5th of 
July at New Westminster C. C. Mc- 
Kenzie told Mr. D. MacMillan, late of 
Chilliwhack, that "ho (MacMillan) had 
bejter take care if he taught in this 
province," adding these words, "My 
WILL IS the law." Dr. Tolmie, 
the champion of the Superintendent, 
knows this, for Mr. MacMillan stated 
the fact to him in rny presence in Mr. 
Waitt's store in Victoria. I am pre- 
pared to bring forward indisputable 
proofs of the truth of all this state- 
ment and so I appeal to the community 
at large to decide as to whether the 
law shall rule or C. C. McKenzie ho, 
like Alexander Selkirk, 

"Sole monarch of all hu surveys'"

Winnipeu, July 24. 

A terrible tragedy was enacted here 
at midnight which resulted in 
the drowning of Chief Power, of the 
provincial police. An escaped convict 
and notorious Ottawa criminal named 
Moka Carroll was serving a term of 
one year's imprisonment for a robbery 
committed at Bat Portage. He was 
employed with two others in sawing 
wood at tho government offices yester- 
day, and when tho turnkey officor's 
back was temporarily turned, he made 
his escape. Attorney-General Walker 
was the first to notice his escape, and 
he immediately notified Chief Power, 
who, along with a constable, started 
on Carroll's trail. Carroll went first 
in the direction of Selkirk, but turning 
after going a short distance, he went 
south on tho line of the Canada Pacific 
railway, in the direction of Emerson. 
The chief took a hand-car and ran his 
man down at a distance of ten miles 
from the starting point, finding him 
concealed in a haystack. He was hand- 
cuffed, and the journey back commenc- 
ed, but on reaching St. Boniface it was 
found that tho steam ferry had stopped 
running, and a small boat was engaged 
at midnight to transport the party 
across the Bed river to Winnipeg. 
Chief Power entered tho boat first, fol- 
lowed by the prisoner. Tho latter, it 
is thought, wilfully stepped on the side 
of tho boat, precipitating tho chief and 
himself into the river. Power was 
not seen to rise to the surface. The 
prisoner rose once but soon disappear- 
ed, and neither were again seen until 
the body of Chief Power was recover- 
ed at three o'clock this morning with 
grappling irons, which had been used 
by the city police constantly from the 
time the calamity occurred until tho 
body was found. Bell, the boatman, 
and the engineer of the steam ferry 
were witnesses to the whole scene, but 
were powerless to render any assis- 
tance. Thero aro those who beliove 
that Carroll has again escaped, as his 
body cannot be found. 

Toronto, July 20. — A -lady whose 
name has been prominently mentioned 
in connection with the clerical scandal, 
in which Rev. Mr. Handford was a 
principal figure, now appears anxious 
to exposo tho conduct of that gentle- 
man as far as she is concerned. A few 
nights ago the female in question visit- 
ed a deacons' meeting in the Bond 
street church for this purpose but the 
deacons did not wish to hear her. They 
were unable to move her and Mr. 
Handford whs sent for. After an in- 
terview she went on her own account. 
She comes under the category of a grass 
widow, and from remarks dropped by 
her her condition is interesting. It is 
supposed that jealousy of another wo- 
man, whose name has been mentioned 
in this particular, was the incentive to 
the proposed denouement.

The Carbon River Goal XClnes. 

Mr. R. T). Chandler, formerly owner of 
the Wellington mine, B. C, but now 
principal owner of Carbon Hill coal mino 
in Puyallup valley, arrived at Portland on 
Saturday, and gave to the Oreymiian re- 
porter the following information concern- 
ing the development of the now mine, 
which will be read with interest by every 
one concerned in the advancement of tho 
north-west coast, and especially of Puget 
Sound: The mine is situated 'S'2 miles 
from Tacoma, and 3£ miles from Wilke- 
aon. Work of opening tho mino was 
commenced about four months ago, and 
coal has been taken from tho voins in the 
past five weoks. Tho coal is a rich bitu- 
minous and makes excellent gas and coke. 
The secretary of the San Francisco gas 
company who visited tho mine recently 
pronounced tho coal the bost on tho coast. 
Tho slope is now cleared and ready for 
rails. Tho Northern Pacific Railroad will 
extend their track from Wilkeson to the 
Carbon Hill mine during this month, and 
tho coal company expect to mako thoir 
first shipment to San Francisco about Sep- 
tember 15th. Mr. Chandler received a 
telegram Saturday evening from his super- 
intendent Mr. E. Wingate that they had 
just struck another new vein. The com- 
pany lias submitted plans and specifica- 
tions to San Francisco manufacturers for 
two 14-inch cylinder hoisting drums, link 
motion, and two largo boilers. Mr. 
Chandlor will examine bids this week and 
let the contract for tho machinery in a 
few days. Forty-live men are now at 
work in tho mino, and within three weekB 
the force will be increased to two hun- 
drod. Tho country surrounding tho mino 
is covered with a dense growth of very 
fine cedar. The company has ordered 
one of tho largest si7.e portable saw mills 
and will soon commence cutting timber; 
as soon as thoir own wants are supplied 
for buildings, frames, tramways, etc., 
they will commence regular shipments of 
lumber. 

Tho Court Rules. 

It is bolieved that the court rules as 
framed by tho government will be pub- 
lished in to-day's Gazette. 

The Electric Light ion. Household 
Pcki'o.sks.— Mr. Swan, of Newcastle, Eng- 
land, has apparently succeeded in tho art 
of lighting dwelling houses with the elec- 
tric light; a few days ago he invited a few 
scientific friends to his residence who hav- 
ing spent some time in his drawing-room, 
were satisfied that the problem which has 
SO long posed electricians— how to divido 
the carbon light with 'sufficiently small 
pastilos and keoping up a continuous sup- 
ply of the electric current— has been sol- 
ved. Tho experiment is said to have been 
entirely successful, tho light being de- 
scribed as exquisitely soft and steady. 
Probably we shall hear of another serious 
fall in gas shares as a consequence though 
at present in tliis case, as in others of a 
similar nature, the cost of production is 
not yot declared.

Tho Execution of tho Murderor of 
Son. George Brown. 

The telegraph has already announced 
the execution of Bennett, who killed Lion. 
(Jeo. Brown at Toronto. On the scaffold 
he denied that he intended to kill his vic- 
tim. He said:— "Mr. Brown was an 
honorable man, and ha was honored 
wherever his name was known, the world 
over. He llas crone to his death by ;i 
little oversight on my part, ' and without 
judgment. I had liquor in me at tho, 
time, or I would never have drawn the re- 
volver, but I could not control the act. I 
went to tho qflicd on a matter of business, 
and with no intention of doing what fol- 
lowed. Once more I say T had no inten- 
tion of shooting Mr. Brown. That is all 
T havo to say." During the delivery of 
this, his dying speech, tho wretched man 
only faltered once, but lie recovered him- 
self on the next breath, and continued his 
remarks in perfect calmness and without 
any apparent effort, although he frequent- 
ly repeated himself. Having finished, he 
turned .sharply round to the executioner, 
who advanced a step to meet him, and 
said very earnestly, as he took his stand 
on the drop, " I am prepared to die. May 
tho Lord have mercy on my soul." The 
doomed man stood erect and unflinching 
while the executioner was preparing him 
for the fatal plunge. At his right hand 
were his spiritual attendants, Rev. Fath- 
ers' Eagan and Sheahan. They knelt by 
his side engaged in earnest- prayer. All 
being ready, u second's awful silence pro- 
Ceded the signal given by the Sheriff, and 
the bolt was drawn and the body was 
' swinging in* mid-air. Deatli did not ro- 
snlt instantaneously, as evidenced by the 
convulsive twitchings of the body. After 
the lapse of twenty minutes, Dr. McCol- 
lum pronounced life extinct, and the body 
'was lowered into a rough, stained pine 
coflin. In the afternoon the earth closed 
over the remains of George Bennett. He 
rests alongside tho graves of Williams and 
Traviss, whoso lives wero offered up in 
yours gone by in expiation of the murder 
of fellow-mortals.

Tho bark Sierra Nevada, laden 
with Wollington coal for Wilmington, 
Cal., was towed to sea yesterday by the 
steamer Beaver. 

Attempted Incendiarism. — At a late 
hour on Thursday night Messrs. Martin 
and Irvine, employe's of Mr. J. W. Wil- 
liams, proprietor of tho livery atablo on 
tho corner of Government and Johnson 
streets, observed some person in thd.act 
of kindling a fire beneath the carriage 
shop of Messrs. McKenzio & Meston, 
Government street. They repaired with 
alacrity to tho premises, but before reach- 
ing them tho incendiary had decamped 
and no trace of him could be found. Tho 
Haines, which would have undoubtedly 
destroyed tho building, wore quickly ex- 
tinguished and tho police informed of tho 
circumstance. 

Tub Ship Thrasheu; — Tho steamer 
Cariboo-Fly, having on board some 80 
passengers, made an excursion from Na- 
naimo to tho ship Thrasher, wrecked off 
Gabriola Reef, on Thursday night last. 
To all appearances the noble vessel has 
not suffered much from tho recent heavy 
weather and rests in a comparatively easy 
position: Her storn, however, is com- 
pletely submerged at high tide. Arrange- 
menta will shortly be made for tho ro- 
moval of her cargo and her purchasers aro 
supposed to have secured a good bargain. 

Accident to a Steamer. — On Thursday 
morning tho steam tender Lillio, recently 
built at this port, was capsizod alongside 
the wharf at Nanaimo and floated out to 
tho Harewood coal company's wharf 
where attempts have been made to right 
her, but so far without success. The ac- 
cident was caused by the steamer being 
tied up too taut at high tide, but for- 
tunately no one was on board when it 
occurred. 

Bavxes Soun'ii Coai. Mine.-- -The loco- 
motive and rolling stock employed at this 
mine will shortly be removed to this city 
as there is a fault in the seam and the 
proprietors havo suspended operations. 
The wharf constructed in 1875 is in a 
dilapidated condition and unfit for the re- 
ception of shipping.

The census-roll of tho Dominion of 
Canada for 1881 then occupied the at 
tontion of the house, and a petition to tho 
Governor-General respiting the nomen- 
clature of religious denominations in such 
census was adoptod. 

A memorial for presentation to the 
Society for tho Propagation of the Gos- 
pel in Foreign Parts was adopted, also a 
voto of thanks to tho samo society as well 
as to those for promoting Christian know 
ledge, tho Church Missionary Soeioty and 
the Columbia Mission committee and the 
Colonial Bishoprics' Council, thanking 
thorn for their aid in establishing tho two 
new bishoprics.

THE IRISH ASSASSINATION. 



The Perils of an Irish Land Agent- 
Ten Bullets in a Han's Body. 

The latest agrarian shooting ^in Ire 
land is of a peculiarly vicious kind. It 
occurred in County Mayo, the victim 
boing David Ferrick, who has been for 
the last twelvo months agent over the 
property in the County Mayo of Mr. 
George Brown, late member )o£ parlia- 
ment for that county. Previous to be- 
coming Brown's agent Ferrick, it is 
said, was rather a prominent lonal land 
agitator. Since he became land agent, 
however, ho seems to have acted in his 
new character with great harshness to- 
wards " the persecuted peasantry 11 in 
whoso behalf it was his habit to attend 
" demonstrations " in the West of Ire- 
land, at which landlords and their 
agants were denounced and prescribed. 
His performances in the evicting line 
were so pronounced that somo weeks 
ago he was fired at, but escaped un- 
hurt. Since then, like not a few Irish 
agents and landlords just now, a per 
manent guard of four policemen has 
been stationed at his residence on a 
largo farm near the town of Ballinrobe. 
It is almost indispensable for a land 
agent in Ireland in those days to have 
a daring, devil-me-care quality in his 
charactur. Ferrick appeared to be 
made of this stuff. He was what they 
describe in the rurul districts as a strap- 
ping young fellow, about 26 years of 
ago, six feet high, and of great physical 
strength. Although he knew that he 
went about with his lifo in his hand lie 
refused to be attended when he walked 
abroad by his special police guard. It 
is stated he used to say that ho would 
not "satisfy" those who were watching 
for an opportunity of popping him by 
showing that ho was afraid of them. 
One day lately he was walking home 
leisurely along the high road, about 3 
o'clock in the afternoon. At a spot 
on the road mado dark and gloomy, 
even in broad day, by high walls and 
overhanging troes, he overtook and 
passed three men wearing grey froi/.e 
greatcoats and slouched hats. Ho 
gave them the usual salutation among 
the peasantry, "Cod save you, men," 
and one of them replied in the 
customary form, "God save you 
kindly." Ho had scarcely, however, 
proceeded two yards after this when a 
volley of pistol-shots were fired at him 
with appalling effect. He fell on his 
face, riddled with bullets; as ho lay the 
men advanced and discharged more bul- 
lets into him, one of thorn placing the 
barrel of his revolver close to the face 
of the prostrate victim and discharging 
it, blowing tho left oye completely out 
of the head. Then they did what, it 
is believed, was never beforo done in a 
similar shooting case, they rifled his 
pockots, robbing him of a purse con- 
taining some money. Thoy then 
crossed a high wall and disappeared. 
As the unfortunate laud agent lay 
on the road, still conscious, strange to 
say, two men camo along. To them 
ho mourned a request that they -would 
fetch a doctor and a priest Thoy stood 
over him, looked at him, recognizod 
him, and refusing to go for either 
priest or doctor, walked away. Soon 
after tho county surveyor passed that 
way. He had tho man placed in the 
cart and conveyed to hospital, where 
the doctors found no fewer than ten 
bullet wounds in his head and body. 
Some of tho bullets which struck him 
passed right through, others aro lodged, 
one near the left ear, another in the 
right hip, and a third in the back. 
The wretched man retained sufficient 
strength and consciousness to tell the 
terrible story. Among the people of 
tho locality there was exhibited not 
only an absence of sympathy for the 
victim, but an implied approval of the 
deed. This was shown- by the conduct 
•f the men who left him to die on 
the roadside like a dog, and by the 
further circumstance that it was with 
the greatest difficulty the loan of a cart 
was procured to carry him to the hos- 
pital. Then, again, this outrage was 
perpetrated while an interment was 
taking place in a church-yard hard by, 
and within a few perches of an inhabit 
ed cabin, yet the police havo been 
unable to discover any ono who will 
Admit having seen any portion of the 
transaction. The man's death is hourly 
expected. The wonder is that he has 
survived so long.

FOR RAI31N0 A MUNICIPAL REVENUE ON REAL 
AND PERSONAL PROPERTY IN THE YEAR 

' 8 . 80 ' 

, 1. Bo it enacted by the Mayor and 
Council of tho Corporation of the C 
Victoria as follows:— 

2. There shall be raised, levied and col- 
lected in tho year 1880 upou all real and 
personal property mentioned in the as- 
sessment roll in force in the City an equal 
rate of oight-tenths of one per cont. on 
tho assessed value thereof as appears by 
the said roll. 

;t. Tho aforesaid taxes shall be due and 
payable by the person or persons liable 
for the same to tho Collector for tho Mu- 
nicipal Council at his office in the City 
■ Council Chambers, Victoria, on the fif- 
teenth day of July, in the year 1880. 

4. The Victoria Revenue Bylaw, 1870, 
so far as the same relates to tho imposi- 
tion of a tax or rate of eight-tenths of one 
per cent, in the year 1880 upon the as- 
sessed value of tho real and personal pro- 
perty mentioned in the assessment roll 
for the time being in force is hereby re- 
pealed providing always that all payments 
■of tho said rato for the yoar 1880 already 
made by any person or persons shall be 
dealt with in the same manner and bo as 
valid in all respects as if tho same had 
/ boen made after tho passing ot this By- 
law and under the provisions thereof. 

ii. Tho special rate imposed by the 
Water Works Debenture and Revenue 
Bylaw, 1877, and by the Bylaw to author- 
ize the raising of twenty thousand dol- 
lars, 1878, shall continue to be raised, 
levied and collected in addition to all 
rates and taxes imposed under this Bylaw 
and shall be applied to tho purposes speci- 
fied in the said Bylaws respectively. 

0, The annual tax authorized to be as- 
sessedj.lovied and collected by thoVictoila 
. Road Tax Bylaw, 1877, as amended by 
the Victoria Road Tax Amendment By- 
law, 1877, shall continue to be assessed, 
levied and collected in addition to tho 
rates and taxes imposed by this Bylaw 
and shall form part of the general Muni- 
cipal Revenue. 

7. Clause 10 " Tho Victoria Revenue 
Bylaw, 1879," i3 hereby amended by strik- 
ing out the word "three" immediately 
before tho word "calendar" in the last 
line thereof and inserting in lieu thereof 
tho word "ono.."
